Dear Sirs: 

"The evil that men do often lives after them" and such is certainly 
the case in regards to various "reactionary" members of our Congressional 
Investigating Committee's whose political dogmatisms coincide mth-^JT-TStr- 
least stem from the hysterical orations of the lajte Junior Senator from 
Wisconsin. The antics of these "gentlemen" leave much to be desired. The 
results of their side-show statesmanship have become increasingly appar- 
ent in the past two years. We are witnessing these effects presently in 
such fields as education, international relations, constitutional "and 
statutory law, and especially in our antiquated missile program. 

One of the major tenets of the new dogmatism is. the concept ,of "guilt 
by association". As is well known guilt by association is the impugning 
of one person 1 s loyalty merely because he or she "associates" with known 
or suspected subversives. This principle is a particularly potent weapon . 
in the hands of political opportunists as such personalities as J. Robert 
Oppenheimer and Edtrard Condon can amply testify. However, the use of these 
tactics applies not only to individuals but, to -organizations as well. Your 
articles on political subversion, dateline Washington; February 9th and 
Los Angeles, February 10th, well illustrate this point. 

These articles deal with organizations that are known to be on the 
fairly meaningless Attorney General's list. The two groups mentioned are 
the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee (ECLC) and the American Committee 
for the Protection of the Foreign Born. One of the" articles states that 
these groups are Moscow directed and have as their prime objectives, the 
destruction of 'the House Committee on Un-American Activities, extinction 
of the investigative powers of Congress in the field of subversive activ- 
ities, restriction of the FBI in that field, and' the creation of a general 
climate of opinion against the exposure and punishment of subversion. 

It is not' our purpose to deny or affirm the authenticity of these 
allegations. It is our purpose, however, to make perfectly clear the fact 
that we deeply resent the implication in these articles that the American 
Civil, Liberties Union and its members are either subversively oriented, 
Moscow directed, or are otherwise unfit to exist in a freedom-loving dem- 
ocracy. We must give you, the editors, your due by pointing out that your 
timing and subtle' craftsmanship in the placing of these articles was expert. 
We would not. hesitate to say that, by these articles, admission of member- 
ship in the American Civil- Liberties Union might, in the minds of some 
people, be the occasion for doubts concerning the loyalty of the ACLU' mem- 
ber ship. .

The American Civil Liberties Union was founded in the 
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comparable in hysteria to the later forties and early fifties, by a group 
of liberal educators and lawyers. Its fundamental purpose is and always 
has been to protect and defend the rights and privileges guaranteed ]by 
the Constitution and the Bill of Rights to all the citizens of this nation. 
The persons and organizations defended by the ACLU from unjust and bigoted 
accusations are too profuse to enumerate, but the vidlent philosophical: .: 
difference between John T. Scopes and Gerald L.K. Smith should prove a 
point. 

In periods of hysteria and suspicion such as our own when demagogues 
rise from the muck and mire of political complacency waving the bloody 
shirt and gorging, themselves at the public trough, the efforts and results 
of honest, endeavor are, in the public mind, often difficult to judge. It 
may be well to remember while in such an era that the burning of an author's 
books and the censoring of his opinions are the tributes that an ignorant 
age pays to the genius of its times. 

We think that a sober appraoch to the problems of subversion, using 
accuracy and veracity as a basis, is both. timely and necessary. We do not, 
however, condone the impugning of one ! s loyalty or the censoring of his 
beliefs merely because of his associations. Unfortunately/ your articles 
would lead one to believe that the only cure for the problems of subversion 
is the eradication of one's political enemies by whatever means are readily 
at hand, regardless of their constitutionality. In the future we believe 
that the best policy to follow would be one of leaving articles based on 
half-truths, the political tenets of rustic bucolics fresh from the arena 
of Ice-Age politics, and Congressmen who aspire to be President more than 
politically honorable, to the editorial page' where they may^ be read seven 
days a week and all for only one-tenth of a dollar. k

"FRANK outlined the inception of the campaign to 
abolish the UN«AMERIGAN ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE, its support 
by ACLU, the Quakers ? Dr. MEIKLEJOHN, and others. After the 
Supreme Court Watkins decision ( 6/17/57 ECLC made its 
decision to enter the Abolition Campaign and went into action, 

"Following the Watkins decision, the HUAC held 5 
additional hearings, 2n- Buffalo, the Buffalo Council of 
Churches condemned the HUAC following the hearings and the 
blacklists that followed, 

"FRANK also reported that the Eastland Committee > 
' following the Watkins decision, held 7 hearings for the 
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"purpose of intimidating white people in the South* who are 
supporting integration. 

"After interviewing many imporant people in 
Washington in August* FRANK reported that he found conditions 
very unfavorable for the Abolition Campaign. Congressman 
WALTER, a powerful and dangerous enemy * controls 
considerable patronage and influence ♦ 

"PRANK reported that members of Congress * after 
emasculating the Jencks decision* have introduced 109 
Civil Liberties bills* 101 of- which are anti-Civil 
Liberties, After pz^^va^ly supporting Abolition* Congressman - 
JAMES ROOSEVELT vote^TETlIphold the Walters Committee action 
in sending 3 people to Jail for contempt. 

"ECLC has printed 10*000 copies of the Watkins 
decision and placed them in the hands of all important 
national organisations * and newspaper editors. ECLC has also 
printed 50*000 copies of HARVEY O'CONNOR'S ABOLITION 
pamphlet* and to date has distributed 38*150 copies nationally* 

"PRANK reported to the Committee that the MEIKLEJOHN 
petitions, distributed in academic and church circles* have 
received excellent support. Dr, MAC KAY of New Jersey, Dr. 
JOHN LAPP of Chicago* and Rev. DAHLBERG* president of the 
National Council of Protestant Churches* have come out publicly 
for the Abolition campaign Also ACLU directors of Chicago 
and Detroit have been wonderful in their support* but 
National ACLU is taking no stand. 

"FRANK reports that members of National Council of 
ECLC Executive Board have been hurt by the Abolition campaign. 
Prof. HUGH WILSON, LOUIS REDDING, Negro attorney, MALCOLM 
SHARP, CORLISS LAMONT* also some Congressmen* have been 
victims of FBI intimidation. 

"Present strategy of ECLC in long range planning is 
to create a groundswell for Abolition and to ask Congressmen 
to vote against appropriations for the HUAC. Also to 
organize communities where HUAC holds hearings and to support 
its victims. A petition will be submitted to influential 
people in every major city of the U.S. In Los Angeles . Dr. 
FRITCHMAN and Dr. WEYMOUTH are handling such petitions. 

"FRANK states that we are in a new period and must 
adopt a new way of thinking. The Abolition campaign must be 
set up to start an offensive* rather than defensive action e 
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"There Is a remote chance of winning the Abolition campaign 
in 1959* PRANK believes* and issues will be found step by- 
step, 

"In the general discussion following, it was 
suggested that CCPAF is in a period of transition Also 
that a meeting of the Planning Committee be held in 
Los Angeles during FRANK 1 s visit* to assimilate and digest 
FRANK'S information and to hammer out a specific program 
of action. 

"It was unanimously voted to hold a meeting with 
FRANK on l/l8 (10 A. ML) at CCPAF office • FRANK will hold 
meetings in a dozen cities on the return trip to New York, 
leaving Los Angeles 1/20. 

"DOROTHY MARSHALL reported on the Dilworth hearings 
(L.A. 1/9). DOROTHY and FRANCES EISENBERG joined the press 
group after the closed-door hearings and both were able to 
ask pertinent questions of Senator DILWORTH. 

"Senator RICHARDS stated that no statement by any 
member of the Committee concerning the hearings would be 
made. 

"CCPAF, also ACLU, were well represented at the 

hearing. 

"JANET STEVENSON gave a brief report on the Wilson 
vs. Loews hearing before the Supreme Court. BOB KENNY had 
stated that the case had been argued on a technical basis, 
and that he and BEN MARGOLIS both feel that 4 of the judges 
have a favorable attitude, 1 is not favorable, and 4 are 
non-commltal. 

"Meeting adjourned at 9% 45 PM. " 

In regard to JANET STEVENSON 1 s report above, 
informant noted that in private conversation STEVENSON 
amplified her report by saying that BOB KENNY (ROBERT W. 
KENNY, attorney) had reported to her that the Supreme Court 
hearing had been argued on legal technicalities rather than 
on broad political principles . KENNY also said that from 
the type Qf questions asked, the judges may want further 
argument s 

With further regard to the remarks of DOROTHY 
MARSHALL concerning her attendance at the California Democratic 
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Council Convention in Fresno on 10/11/58, informant furnished 
a copy of the resolution which, according to MARSHALL, was 
pushed through the convention and which condemned the HCUA. 
The resolution was as follows s

We 
insist that National and State Legislative Committees be 
conducted with proper safeguards for the constitutional 
rights of witnesses and all other American citizens.
